"Loose the Bond and Go." 

Itaeema unfortunate for Englishmen 
that the "Timos" should be accepted 
abroad as the exponent of thought 
and opinion at home. The infidelity 
of that journal whenever it unhappily 
undertakes to deal with Colonial mat- 
tors has become as notorious as it . is 
lamentable. Not long since wo had 
occasion to advert to an exceptionally 
stupid urticlo on the Treaty of "Wash- 
ington and the relations of Canada 
thorcto, wherein it counselled that 
young empire of tho North to "Take 
up your freedom; your days of appron- 
tiship are over." Acting, as it would 
seem, in obodience to that evil genius 
which apparently presides over its 
Colonial department, the "Times" has 
recently dug up that insult nnd Hung 
it afresh at Canada. This second and 
even less justitieablo act would appoar 
to have evoked still greater indigna- 
tion than tho first. At a meeting of 
the Royal Colonial Institute, held on 
the 4th ult, His Grace tho Duko of 
Manchester in tho chair, Lord Bury, 
in the course of his speech, referred to 
the "Times." He said tho "leading 
newspaper of the day neither led nor 
followed public opinion, and that it 
stood alone amidst both tho press and 
the people of England, in uttering 
words which were so sordidly unpatri- 
otic, and indeed he would not shrink 
from using the words so treasonable.'' 
The remarks were received, wo are in- 
formed, "with loud cries of hear, hear, 
and cheers." Tho English Press 
would seem to be unanimous in con- 
demning, in unusually strong and in- 
dignant language, the attitude towards 
Canada assumed by the "Times;" and 
there is apparent an earnest determi- 
nation to disabuse the public mind 
everywhere of tho idea that there 
exists the slightest sympathy between 
the people of the United Kingdom and 
its leading journal. Perhaps the most 
notable features of what may be re- 
garded as a national protest is to be 
found in the circumstance of Tennyson, 
in his recent Epilogue to the "Idyls of 
the King," having, with a delicate yet 
spirited hand, touched the .subject. 
Exulting in the nation's devotion to 
the throne, tho "Laureate" calls to 
witness among others the loyalty uf 

"That true North whereof wo lately licanl 
A stnln tn shame us— Keep you to yourselves: 
So loyal i» too costly! Friends your lore 
Is butu burthen: loos* tho band ami go, 

This seems to have excited the ire 
of the "Thunderer" moro than all, unci 
it launches out iu a very weak defence. 
True philosophy i-J said to discover 
good in everything. Is it not possible 
that much good may come out of this 
"Times' " evil ? These insults offered 
to Canada evoke expression of opinion 
and lets one seo into tho greatnationnl 
heart. The new Dominion, too, has 
everything to gain and nothing to loso 
by those discussions. She has nothing 
to conceal, and whatever is said in truth 
of her must tend to place the country 
in a more favorable light. Referring 
to this subject, an Ottawa contemporary 
B avs:— "'The 'Times' mistakes tho 
spirit of the Canadian people as much 
as, we believe, it misrepresents the 
wishes of the English public. Canada 
does not lack self-reliance, and she 
has illustrated that fact in so many 
ways of late years, that it ought to bo 
patent even to tho prejudiced 'Times' 
editor himself. It is from no Hellish 
motives that she clings to tho Mother 
Country. She has on moro than one 
occasion submitted without a murmer 
to sacrifices in the interests of the Em- 
pire, to say nothing of tho grntuitouH 
insults which havo been heaped upon her 
by the 'Times' for her loyalty and 
devotion to the Crown. In return sho 
receives nothing moro tangible than 
the honor of being a portion of the 
Empire on which the sun never sets, 
and a share in its glorious history and 
traditions. Tha change which the 
'Times' advises could work no greater 
injury to us than to estrange us from 
tho nation of which wo havo always 
been a most loyal and not unimport- 
ant part. Fortunately tho day lias 
passed when tho Canadians regarded 
the 'Times' as tho exponent of public 
opinion in England, and we hardly 
need the kind and generous express- 
ions of the other leading journals of 
(I eat Britain to assure us that the pro- 
posed dismembormcnt of the empire is 
as unpopular there as it is in Canada." 

The "Better Terms" Bodge. 

Tlioro locms to he a disiionition on the 
part of Now Brunswick to take ndvantaga 
of the "better terms" conceded to Norn 
Hcotia in order to extort "hotter terms'' 
for herself. Indeed, tho news brought 
by the hist mail but one, led us to fear 
that the "bettor terms" mania was spread- 
ing, the little Province of Manitoba hav- 
ing boon represented in war paint with 
uplifted tomahawk demanding of tli« Do- 
minion Government "better terras or 
s our UfaJ" Moro reoeCt exchange, how- 
liet, enable us to trace 



tations (for thoy have happily proved to 
be such) to an unscrupulous Opposition 
paper. The Attornoy-Geuoral of that 
Province had thought it bin duty to givo 
official contradiction to language imputed 
to him looking iu that direction; and 
there sooms no reason to boliovo that 
Manitoba has coaaed to be a firm support- 
er of tho present Federal Government. 
That New Brunswick is, to some extent, 
in earliest iu asking for "hotter terms" 
seems too probable; but that there is the 
unanimity in her action and the hostility 
in her attitude that some newspapers 
would have us bolievo, is opon to ques- 
tion. It appears that tho effort to get tho 
Federal representatives of that Province 
to niako "bettor terms" a sine qua nou oi 
supporting the present administration 
had failed ; and that those representatives 
wore, one by one, assorting their own 
good souse and loyal independence by re- 
fusing to enter into any such compact. 
There is every reason to expect, therefore, 
that tho demands of Now Brunswick will 
be considered upon their own merits and 
without any attempt improperly to cooroa 
the Government. Indeed we can see no 
good ground for the disconsolate articlo 
of a local contemporary upon this subject. 
That the concession to* Nova Scotia was a 
mistako wo deny. Even tho Opposition 
admitted that iio'more than even-handed 
justice was done; and we trust the Gov- 
ernment will never withhold justice from 
nny Province upon mere clamor about a 
biirgain being a bargain. But whenever 
the Government shall havo become so 
weak as to yield to unjust demands back- 
ed by a threat of opposition, we don't 
want to seo it continuo in office a da}' 
longer. If wo did not believe there was 
patriotism enough in every Province to 
render quite impossible the condition of 
things described by our morning con- 
temporary we would cease to havo faitll 
in Confederation. Is the reader aware 
that the Pacific Province has boon led in- 
to the false position of asking for "better 
terms"? It is extremely to be regretted 
that British Columbia should havo joined 
in tho cry for "better terms," at a time 
when she should have been sotting an ex- 
ample to other*

Terrific Gale — Wreck of a 
Schooner— Serious Loss 

Yesterday afternoon, about one o'clock 
the wind suddenly sprung up from tho 
West and in a few minutes a living galo 
prevailed. Tho wators in the harbor were 
frightfully agitated. Great rollers follow- 
ed oach other in from tho mouth of the 
harbor and dashed themselves to spray 
against the wharves or vessels lying along 
tho city front. Fiorco giiBts shook tho 
strongest buildings and swept down fences 
and signboards, while swift-flying scuds 
chased each other across the sky. The 
steamship Princo Alfred, advortiscd to 
sail for San Francisco at o'clock could 
not leave tho wharf. Tho Pugot Sound 
maiisteamor Blakoloy sailed about half-an- 
honr beforo tho gale commenced, and 
may havo mot with somo mishap. Tho 
blow lasted till 6 o'clock when it sudden- 
ly fell calm. While tho galo was at its 
Light word was brought in that the 
Messrs. Muir's schooner Isabella, from 
Rocky Point, with live stock and grain, 
had boeu blown ashore at Ogdon Point. 
Tho Captain and men jumped ashoro. 
Tho steamer Emma got up steam and tried 
to go to the distressed vossol's assistance, 
but found it impossiblo to niako head 
against tho wind. Several men were sent 
around to tho Point by land and found 
the vossol thumping heavily on a rock 
justoutsido the mouth of the harbor— tho 
sea making a clean breach over her. Tho 
live stock consisted of 20 cows-in-calf, 
owned by John Parker of Rocky Point 
and consigned to Mr. Madigan, Chief En- 
gineer of tho steamer Sir James Douglas; 
they wero destined for Donmon's Island. 
Four of tho cows broke their fastening's 
and swam ashoro. Tho remaining 16 could 
not break loose altho' they tried hard and 
were so knocked about by thelurching and 
thumping of tho schooner and by the seas, 
that thoy died. Last evening the schooner 
lay on her beam ends and it is thought 
that she may bo got off with slight injury. 
Tho lost cattle wore valued at $1,500, and 
the schooner at $2,000.

"Tho critic that lately lamented that 
living Poots so seldom touched on sub- 
jects of contemporary interest, has found 
an answer to his complaint sooner, per- 
haps, than ho expected. Tho Poet Lau- 
reate has appended to the new edition of 
his poems somo lines addressed to tho 
Queen, in which lie dilates upon the tone 
and temper of our present public life. Ho 
is distressed and anxious, and struggles 
with some difficulty to preserve a hope 
that the appearances which porplex him 
arc but moving shadows, soon to pass 
away. Upon this wo do not propose to 
dwell. In going through life a man can- 
not help seeing many things which ho 
willingly lets go by without calling the 
attention of the rest of the world to them. 
That there is much in the characteristics 
of our time wo would gladly see amended 
no one will deny. Whether tho course of 
change is from bettor to worso or from 
worse to better is an issue apt to bo decid- 
ed rather by tho personal feeling of the 
judge than upon a dispassiouato estimate 
of facts. We are content, therefore, sim- 
ply to note Mr. Tennyson's sad forebod- 
ings.

It would be affectation to protend not to 
understand the reference hero intended. 
Tho Poet plainly has in his mind the ob- 
servations we made, or are supposed to 
have made, immediately after the publica- 
tion of tho San Juan Award on tho expe- 
diency of considering practically tho 
emancipation of Canada. We say 'sup- 
posed! to have made,' because it would be 
easy to show that Mr. Tennyson has mis- 
apprehended tho spirit of our reflections. 
What was written with a clear view of the 
welfare of Canada, and the political edu- 
cation, through Canada, of all English- 
speaking communities of the next genera- 
tion, was degraded into a mero cowardly 
desire to relieve home-keeping English- 
man of their responsibilities. One or two 
querulous minds, easily effervescing with 
shallow if not simulated indignation, be- 
came much excited themselves, ami did 
their best to excite others. No explana- 
tions could have been fitly offered to such 
critics. In the Poet Laureate we lncog- 
nizo a complainant] of a different charac- 
ter, and we maj fairly ask him to reconsi- 
der the meaning of what we did say, and 
to judge whether the advice is unworthy 
the adoption. 

" What was the burden of our comments 
on our connection with Canada in the re- 
marks we made after tho San Juan Award? 
It was no new moral we drew, for it had 
been suggested over and over again for 
some years past. Wo pointed out that 
tho line of demarcation separating a Pro- 
vince of the Dominion from the United 
Status was necessarily a Canadian ques- 
tion ; yet the arrangement by which it was 
.submitted to arbitration, like the aban- 
donment of the claims for the Fenian 
raids and the lease of the fisheries of tho 
Dominion, was made under the direction 
and authority of tho Government in Lon- 
don, It was the Cabinet of St. James 
which disposed of these three subjects of 
Canadian interest, and thut in a way so 
distasteful to Canadian feeling that we 
wore obliged to bribe the Legislature of 
the Dominion with a guarantee of 12. 500,- 
000 before its assent to the Treaty of 
Washington could he procured. The 
general election which was held in the 
autumn showed that the people of Cana- 
da bad not boon apjieaBed as its Parlia- | 
mont bad boeti, and the San Juan Award 
followed upon liiii election to add to their 
discontent. These are the facts, of which 
no one will question tin; accuracy. Can 
any Englishmen oonsidertheir significance 
without, asking himself how they had 
come to pass? The cause scorned to us 
evident, and the language we used with 
reference to the past is such as wo behove 
any Cabinet Minister would find himself 
constrained to use after sifting his own 
ljiind upon the subject. He would have 
to say to indignant Canada--' It is true we 
havo failed; we did our best, but we 
had to koep one eye on ourselves and 
another eve on you and all the time 
to watch tho temper and moan- 
ing of the American Commission- 
ers, with very little intelligence to guide 
our interpretation of their words; and if 
the result is not satisfactory to you, neither 
is it to ourselves. ' A full confession 
could not stop short of this. Tito English 
Cabinet, overwhelmed with affairs nt 
honic, knew nothing of tho mind and 
character <i( tli» United States, and in as- 
suming tho conduct of negotiations at 
Washington concerning local questions 
of Canadian interest they put themselves. 
It was on behalf of Canada wo declared 
that from this time forth Canadians ought, 
to look after their own business them- 
selves. Canada is big enough, it IS strong 
enough, it [s intelligent onovtgl) ; and if 



thoro wero any deficiency in any of tho»0 
points, it would bo siqipliod by the educa- 
tion of self-reliance. 

"That Canada is strong enough 30 hold 
her own will not bo contested. A Cana- 
dian wrote to us but a few days since to 
point out. that tho Dominion is now tho 
third maritime power in tho world, and 
is rapidly striding towards tho second 
place. It is true somo fancy that woro 
Canada solf-dopennont it would soon bo 
annexed to tho United States. This is an 
ignorant imagination. It may bo a fixed 
idea of the citizens of tho States that 
Canada will somo day join the Federation; 
they cannot believe that any people froo 
to choose their own lot would not cast it 
in with their perfection; but tho concep- 
tion of conquest or of a forcible attach- 
ment of the Dominion is harboured by 
nono. If it wero attempted without 
provocation, we'should indeed be unfaith- 
ful if wo did not, under alleiroumstnnees, 
go to the assistance of our kinsmen; but 
while Canada is now periodically teased 
by Irish sympathizers, it would develop 
its own destiny unmolested if freed from 
our complications. All that, is wanted in 
Canada is, as we have said, tho education 
of self-reliance. It is wanted on account 
of Canada itsolf. It is pitiful to thoso 
who have hail to see it to watch how the 
Ministers of Canada — men inferior to 
none in native vigour of mind — hang on 
tho lips of any English Statesman. What 
is true of Ministers is true of the pooplo. 
There is in Canada industrial activity in 
abundance, and by the side of it unde- 
veloped political capacities resting in a 
painful state of dependence. But tlio ed- 
ucation of self-reliance is wanted in Cana- 
da on account of her neighbors, and in 
the interest of the West. The center of 
grimly in the political world is not sta- 
tionary, and those who aro not lost in tho 
things about them must think occasional- 
ly of tho future destiny of North America. 
The federation of the States is far from a 
perfect organization. Its faults are patent; 
they are lamented by tho best citizens of 
the Union. It lies within tho possibilities 
of the future — if tho opportunity is seized 
as it passes— that Canada should teach 
something to its great neighbor as it 
daily learns from it There aro in Cana- 
da elements to form a great people, and 
the danger is thut comparatively nothing 
will be made of thorn. Look at tho 
French Canadians, and consider tho ener- 
gy their ancestors had when thoy swarmed 
out of Normandy and Brittany to settle 
along the St. Lawrence. What aro they 
now? They aro tho most amiable people 
on the American Continent, but a state of 
pupilage has reduced their higher capaci- 
ties to something little removed from the 
standard of a native Indian. 

"The itvil of this Krcat world 
Lies beyond light." 
"This sentence of Mr. Tennyson's now 
Ode may sum up tho truth, but its author 
seems hardly to coinprehond its meaning. 
Wo know that in the oast tho law of caste 
constrains tho son to be as his father was 
before him, and tho head of a family is at 
the head of a household in which his sons 
and his sons' wives, his nephows, his 
grandsons, and their wives aro gathered 
about him. Suppose tho case of a father 
thus situated saying to his children, 'The 
practice of the West is better, where 
children go forth to seek their fortune 
and become centres of households of their 
own, and that moral strength of character 
is developed under which they have made 
us and ours a subject race.' Would somo 
priest or poet cry out at tho profanity, 'a 
strain to shame us,' and ask whether it 
was tho tone of a father that suggested 
'Loose the band and go?' It is most pro- 
bable that the wisdom of the parent 
would be so greeted. If wo suffer a simi- 
lar misconstruction wo may regrot it, but 
wo cannot depart from our counsel. We 
repeat to-day the words we addressed to 
Canadians three months since: — 'Take up 
your freedom; your days of apprentice- 
ship aro over."

His Majesty upon his accession chose 
the following as his Cabinet: Minister of 
Foreign Relations, ('. R. Bishop; Minis- 
ter of the Interior, E. O. Hall; Minister 
of Finance, Robert Stirling; Attorney- 
General, A. Francis Jttdd. 

On the 2'Jth January the two Govern- 
ments and leading Naval Powers of tho 
world, Great Britain and tho United 
States, extended to Lunnlilo, King of 
Hawaii, the highest honors granted to 
any ruler by tho navy of either country. 
Manning the yards and discharging 
the guns of the ships, was from ancient 
times symbolized as the disarmament of 
the protecting power sent out by these 
nations, and for the time their" virtual 
subjection to the power represented by 
the personage so honored. The. ceremony 
is beautiful and impressive, and on this 
occasion was made more significant from 
the fact that the salute was tired both when 
his Majesty stepped on the deck of the 
California, ami when he was returning to 
shoro. These high marks of honor, to- 
gether with the instructions given to Ad- 
miral Pennook to placo tho ships under 
his command at tho service of his Majes- 
ty, for the purpose of a royal progress 
among his Islands, show that tho United 
States Government is desirous of helping 
Hawaii in all her efforts to sustain bar 
position as an independent State. 

The ball given by the United States 
Minister resident, ilon. Henry A. Pieice, 
on Tuesday evening tho 28th inst., was a 
brilliant success. His .Majesty the King, 
accompanied by the Chief Justice and 
members of tho State, honored tho oeea- 
sion, and remained ,1 ph. 'used spectator of 
tho festivities until half-past eleven, when 
ho retired. 

Capt. Hatfield, of the Uilama. who ar- 
rived on Friday morning from Koua and 
Kan, reports that the eruption on Manna 
Loa has apparently subsided in a great 
degree.
